esteemed species. 
The second merit 


of special qualification of the carp 
consists in its being a vegetable feed- 
er arid subsisting readily upon aquutic 
(limits, whether they grow naturally 
i a 
its 
vicinity or 
are 
planted 


for the purpose of furnishing it sus- 
'euauce. ID this it differs from the 
trout, black bass and oth;r favorite 
pond lish, which, in order to become 
of practical value as a food supply 
must be fed with meat, involving 
moro or less expense, especially in 
view of the fact that it takes from 
live to tun pounds of flesh to mike 
one pound of trout or black bass. I 
do not think it possible to overes- 
timate the future importance to the 
United Stntes of this fish.

And this mere Bagatelle 
was only repaid to the Greeley heirs 
when it 'was found that • the great 
editor bad left but a mere pittance; 
at a time when the whole country 
was mourning his sad and tragic 
.leath; and when 
some influential 


friends of the old Commodore urged 
him to exhibit his generosity while 
poor Greeley's grava was still green. 


It occurs to us, while reading the 


testimony of the Vanderbilt will case 
that instead of wrangling over an 
estate of a hundred millions or so, 
that the 
full sum duo to Horace 


Greeloy's estate should be promptly 
paid, with interest. It is said that 
Mr. Greeloy's children have little or 
no income; hence how much more 
honorable it would be to pay the 
Vanderbildt debt due them, than to 
quarrel over a father's will. 
The 


law cannot compel that payment, but 
the higher law of honor and morals 
should suggest it. Unless the Van- 
derbilt heirs pay that debt, we shall 
consider them a greedy f nd ungrate- 
ful sort of people.

Mr. Eandolph Tuck- 
er, of Virginia, one of the Committee 
of Ways and Means, has prepared a 
statement on this subject, in which 
it is shown that in 1875, out of a 
revenue from internal taxes of some- 
what over 8103,000,000, the North- 
eastern States, including Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut paid 
84.000,000, but in proportion to pop- 
ulation should have paid 89,250,000, 
and according to wealth nearly 814,- 
000,000. 
The Middle States—New 


York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Delaware—paid 624,000,000. 
Their 


contribution according to population 
would have been the same amount, 
but their proportion according to 
wealth would have been 338,500,000. 
The Northwestern States and the 
Territories, including Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, Mon- 
tana, Dakota, Colorado, Arizona, 
Idaho, Utah and Wyoming, paid 
843,500,000.

that the only way to make this kind 
of property contribute its share to 
the general revenue is to levy an in- 
come tax. There is also a determina- 
tion to lay a high tax on large in- 
comes, the prevailing idea on this 
subject being to exempt all incomes 
under 82,000, and to graduate tbe tax 
from one per cent, up to five, and 
some wish it even up to seven or 
eight per cent, on incomes exceeding 
830,000 or 840,000. 
The general be- 


lief is that the Northwest and the 
South will join together to impose 
the income tax, and the principal 
question seems to be about 
its 


amount. 
A plan will be urged on 


the House to so regulate the income 
tax as to exempt all incomes derived 
from salaries or professions or tbe 
actual labor of the individual, and 
tax only the accumulated wealth 
which itself yields an income to its 
possessors. 
This is thought to be 


the only fair way to levy an income 
tax, and several Representatives will 
urge that a tax thus laid on accumu- 
lated wealth ought to be a constant 
part of the internal revenue system."
